an opportunity to carry her off. The bridegroom is 
the firſt to take the alarm, he runs after the raviſher, 
but CoviETLo trips up his heels and follows his maſter.

Dow Juan congratulates himſelf on having at laſt 
reached a place from which he can bid defiance to the 
laws of men, and caring little for the divine juſtice, 
whoſe vengeance he has ſo often and ſo daringly pro- 
voked, he gives himſelf up to the enjoyment of. the 
preſent hour, bidding his man to look out an apart- 
ment for him and. provide a ſupper with good ſtore of 
female companions. 

CovitLo leaves his maſter to go and execute his com- 
mands, but caſting his eyes about he diſcovers the ſtatue 8 
and runs back to acquaint Dow [van with this diſcovery, 
who looks up towards the ſtatue with a diſdainful ſmile 
and makes ſign to his ſervant to go on his way. Covi- 
zo, cannot get his eyes off from Dow Pxpxo's effigy, 
when he perceive it,in motion. Terrified at ſo unex- 
peed a fight, in 5. greateſt trepidation he flies to his 
maſter who receives this improbable account with marks 
of the utmoſt contempt, but his own eyes ſoon convince 
him that Coviero was not miſtaken, He ſeems confu-

The deb Don Juan provoked: even to d. 
draws his ſword in order to break down the Statue, 
CovrxLo interpoſes, and his maſter at laſt pacified, thinks 
now to turn the whole adventure into a ſacrilegious frolic. 
He bids his man invite DoN Pepro to ſupper. The 


former reluctantly obeys; but, on ſeeing the ſtatue nod 


aſſent, he is ready to ſink with fear, and can hardly 
gather ſtrength enough to inform his maſter of this new 
prodigy, Dox Juan, determined to truſt none but his 


con eyes, repeats the invitation himſelf, to which the 
ſtatue nods three times. Conſcience, obſerves the Poet, 


makes cowards of us all; Dox Juan ſtarts, his dauntleſs 
ſpirit ſeems to forſake him. Covieto himſelf cannot 
help taking notice of it in a manner which rather pro- 
vokes his maſter, therefore taking leave of the ſtatue, he 
bids it keep its promiſe and retires with CoviELo. 


SCENE 
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ON JUAN 1s diſcovered in a ſumptuous appart- 
ment, a table is prepared for the entertainment, to 
which he fits down with his company. The glaſs goes 
briſkly round and nothing but pleaſure is talked of, 
whilft one of the ladies entertains the company with a 
ſong. On a. fudden the is interrupted, three ſolemn 
wraps are heard, CoviELo is bid to go and ſee who it is, 
when he returns in all the horrors of atfright and diſmay, 
to acquaint his maſter that it is his marble gueff. Don 
| Juan heſitates, but now the ſtatue appears, the women 
are. hurried out into another appartment, and Don 
PRDRO takes his feat. Don Juan invites the Ghoſt to 
feaſt on what is laid on the table, pledges him in a bumper 
and toſſes the glaſs over his head. At this, as at a fignal 
proof of his unconquerable obduracy, the Ghoſt ſtarts up 
and in his turn aſks Don Juan whether he will dare 
follow to finiſh his ſupper at an other place. Notwith- 
ſtanding all CovitLo's 1ntreaties Do Juan ſteps boldly 
after the Ghoſ. no ite 
The Scene now ſhifts to the ſtreet, where the women 
are ſeen running from Cn N appartments, whilſt - 
CovitLo, to increaſe their fear, follows them wrapt up 


in a winding ſheet.

T* HE Ghoſt, followed by Dox Juan, enters the 

diſmal abode, rendered ſtill more gloomy by 

the pale glittering of a ſolitary lamp. Covieto, 

ſtanding at a diſtance, entreats his maſter not to remain 

there any longer. Dox Juan is deaf to all remonſtran- 

ces, he delivers his ſword and hat to his man and bids 
him begone. 

Dod Pzpro's Ghoſt fitting himſelf on the tomb, 
ſeems to invite the profligate Libertine to repentance, 
and ſhews him the remains of the body he has deſtroyed, 
fignifying as it were that he had no other food to lay before 
his gueſt. Don Juan enraged at this inſult, takes up ſome 
of the bones, and breaking them to pieces, flings them at 
the Ghoſt. This is the laſt act of his impiety, Don PR DRO 
vaniſhes and the ſcene ſhifts to that place of eternal 
horror and never ending diſpair, where the furies take 
poſſeſſion of Dox Jv ax, and torture him till his ſtrength 
forſaking him, he falls ſenſeleſs in the arms of his tor- 
menters.
